al legislation especially as it af­ 
fects disabled v eterans and de­ 
pendents. 
The tentativ e statement, ap­ 
prov ed by conferences so far 
held, declares for the enactment 
into law of the principle of uni­ 
v ersal serv ice in time of war. It 
has been ex plained at the con­ 
ferences that the Legion does 
not seek to place the World war 
v eterans upon a pedestal, nor 
put them in a class by them­ 
selv es; but to bring them out of 
a class of handicap into which 
they hav e been placed by reason 
of their serv ice, and bring them 
up to the lev el of those who did 
not serv e. In order to eliminate 
what are called such inequali­ 
ties in the future, it is declared 
the burden of war should be 
borne by all citizens alike, and 
not chiefly by the y outh who is 
drafted to do the fighting, while 
others reap fortunes and high 
wages. 
Chairman 
Miller 
announces' 
that all who are interested in 
the disabled v eterans and the 
dependents will be welcome at 
the conferences still to be held 
in Denv er, Spokane and Santa 
Monica. 
The “ Statement of Policy ” as 
it is being submitted to the con­ 
ferences and adopted with minor 
corrections here and there as it 
goes along, follows: 
“ In order that the American 
people may — in the cross fire 
of publicity sponsored by cer­ 
tain groups and organizations — 
understand the position of The 
American Legion as to World 
war v eterans, it is stated as fol­ 
lows: 
“ The Legion stands as adv o­ 
cating compensation solely for 
war disabilities and deaths, with 
hospitalization when 
required. 
It is proponent for hospitaliza­ 
tion in Federal hospitals for dis­ 
abilities not serv ice-incurred on­ 
ly when it is actually necessary 
and in cases where the v eteran 
is unable to pay for care priv ate­ 
ly . This is a priv ilege granted 
to all citizens in similar circum­ 
stances in priv ate or public hos­ 
pitals. 
“ ‘The responsibility for the 
medical 
care of the civ ilian 
group is in the community ; the 
responsibility for the care of the 
v eteran who fought for the 
whole people is v ested in the 
federal gov ernment. 
“ The American Legion seeks 
only to restore to productiv ity as 
far as possible maimed and sick­ 
ened bodies of the 5 per cent of 


us tolled off to do the fighting 
fbr the rest of us. itiis princi­ 
ple, with minor v ariations as to 
plan and procedure, has been 
America’s policy since 1636. The 
Legion does not seek to place 
soldiers in a more elev ated sta­ 
tion than the honorable one 
they occupy in the hearts of the 
American 
people. 
It 
merely 
bends its efforts to restore lev ­ 
els disturbed by war and its col­ 
laterals. It adv ocates adequate 
protection for widows and or­ 
phans of deceased v eterans only 
when these dependents are in 
need of such protection. 
“ ‘Bey ond its position with re­ 
spect to disabled v eterans the 
Legion adheres to the principle 
of univ ersal serv ice in time of 
war, contending that only there­ 
by can the Inequalities of the 
burden of war be reduced as be­ 
tween those who serv e with the 


who 
armed « forces and those 
serv e in civ ilian capacity . 
“ ‘We reoognize further that no 
form of legislation can ev er re» 
duce the hardships of war or the 
economic losses suffered by those 
called upon to defend the na­ 
tion in combat. 
“ ‘As to the economic cost of 
war and the cost of war in hu­ 
man life and human suffering 
there can be no comparison. 
“ ‘We adv ocate a law of uni­ 
v ersal draft: 
It will take the 
profit out of war and thereby 
aid in prev enting war. In the 
ev ent of war it will equalize the 
economic and phy sical burden 
upon all the people, and it will 
make our national effort unified 
and effectiv e. 
“ The National Rehabilitation 
Committee, after 15 y ears of ef­ 
fort to aid human stabilization 
in the aftermath of war, deeply 


and 
sincerely 
adv ocates 
the 
adoption by the congress of a 
fair and equitable plan for the
